Now think the action the Pope conferring 
honor Dr. Molloy might construed tactful and 
urbane hint that the secular teachers who are engaged 
our educatioual work should looked upon something 
more than pedagogical hewers wood and drawers 
water. They might given more recognition 
than they generally receive; will not their heads. 
They might—though here, lacking financial experience, 
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speak one less wise—be aided 
meet more placidly the high cost 
living. They might made little 


little more leisure cultivate the 
things the mind; that will make 
them more cheerful and more capable human beings and 
consequently more enthusiastic and more efficient teachers. 

NOVA VETERA. Many are the points view 
from which the teacher’s life may considered and count- 
less are the generalizations that may formulated con- 
cerning it. One such this: The teacher wise who, 
like the prudent householder the gospel, draws from the 
treasures his wisdom both old things dnd new. Many 
otherwise excellent teachers are lopsided. 

For instance, have the sturdy champion the dead 
languages who apparently convinced that the only 
worthwhile literature that produced before the year 100 
the Christian era, who looks upon the mental discipline 
secured through the study modern tongues something 
not worth serious discussion and who even gravely as- 
sures that you can’t learn write English unless you 
have studied Greek and Latin grammar. Now, far 
from revive the eternal battle the books. Every- 
body who knows anything—Mr. Abraham Flexner New 
York excepted—admits the value and the excellence the 
classic languages and literatures; but surely mani- 
festation provincialism and intellectual callowness 
assume that the treasure house culture barred and 
bolted against the student who, like Shakespeare, has 
small Latin and less Greek. generally admitted, even 
bitterly anti-Catholic thinkers, that Christianity has 
been momentous element the world’s intellectual and 
esthetic development; and far pure literature con- 
cerned, but small portion the Christian contribution 
the Latin tongue and still less the Greek, while the 
standard classic authors are frankly and even offensively 
pagan. 

the other hand, have among teachers the smug 
and complacent champion vulgar moderity, the man 
who, has been said, “carries practicality the point 
petrification.” advocates the reading current 
magazines school preference the rich and undying 
books the race; and sometimes says that shorthand 
and bookkeeping will more value the rising gen- 
eration than Greek history and the Divina Commedia. 
mocks the word culture; and worships the hollow 
phrase, up-to-date. puts his faith preposterous and 
complicated systems business training and accountancy 
devised knowing publishers for just such dupes he; 
and closes his eyes the palpable fact that once you 
teach student think—whether you using 
Greek syntax social science—you put that student 
position learn quickly and thoroughly whatever moderr 
business and industrial conditions will demand 
may said with safety and deliberation that there 
nothing the curriculum the present day business col- 
lege that the average Bachelor Arts couldn’t learn 
six weeks. 

“Be versed ancient lore,” says Confucius, “and famil- 
iarize yourself with the modern; then may you become 
teachers.” Every teacher and every prospective teacher 
might profitably take heart the wise words the 
Chinese philosopher. The olden things will give him 
backgrounds and standards; the new things will give him 
incentives and the sense actuality. 

DENATURED HISTORY. Text book committees, at- 
tention! your guard against the new crop Unit- 
States Histories written from the distorted viewpoint 
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the Anglo-Saxon spirit. The Educational Review and 
several other magazines have recently published contribu- 
tions that must make the judicious grieve. must re- 
write between the United States and England, and instead 
insist that our land and “the mother country” are one 
great race with one great destiny. conformity 
with this idea that textbooks are this moment being 
written. 

instance the extent perversion and absurdity 
which this new school historians can go, let turn 
back The Literary Digest for October 12, 1918. page 
purporting “prepared especially for The Literary 
Digest the United States Bureau Education” con- 
tains this utterly false and deliberately misleading account 
the conditions that precipitated the Revolutionary War: 

“The Revolutionary War was fought Englishmen— 
under the leadership George Washington—to preserve 
those English foundations liberty which were assailed 
the German king, George III.” 

That sentence enough cause earthquake 
Mount Vernon, Virginia, and make the sturdy Revolu- 
tionary patriots roll over their graves. George III was 
not German king; was born England and and his 
ministers waged the war rulers the English nation. 
George Washington was not Englishman; was born 
America and seems have been rather decidedly 
the opinion that his adversaries were not Germans. And 
the men who fought with him were not Englishmen; 
you don’t like call them Americans, you can call very 
many them Irishmen and Dutchmen and Frenchmen 
and Germans. the Americans fighting preserve 
“English foundations liberty,” the Declaration 
pendence, means anything all, tells very different 
story. 

don’t want our textbooks inculcate cheap and 
narrow jingoism, but want them tell the truth.

Sources. ‘The direct source Shakespeare’s “Julius 
Caesar” Sir Thomas North’s English version Plut- 
arch’s “Lives the Noble Grecians and Romans”; the in- 
direct source is, course, Plutarch’s original that fa- 
mous work, especially the lives Caesar, Brutus and An- 
thony. noted that his selection incidents 
Shakespeare follows Plutarchs closely, and that sometimes 
takes whole passages from the 
changing only few words here and The student 
should make detailed comparison such parallel pas- 
sages and endeavor formulate the principles that guided 
Shakespeare altering the prose version. Such principles 
are the exigencies the verse form, verbal form, verbal 
economy, picturesqueness presentation and the require- 
ments dramatic structure Answers should found 
for such questions as, What episodes Plutarch did 
Shakespeare omit, and why? What was Shakespeare’s mo- 
tive compressing the narrative point time? his 
deviations from the text North has Shakespeare invari- 
ably improved his source, and what way?

What drama? How does differ from novel and 
from narrative poem? the distinguishing characteris- 
tic the dramatic (a) dialogue; (b) division into acts 
and scenes; (c) series climaxes; (d) conflict 
wills; (e) embodiment contrast? Which 
these theories dramatic workmanship most successfully 
applies “Julius How you distinguish be- 
tween physical action and dramatic action? Apply this 
play the precept Aristotle drama must have (a) 
beginning, (b) middle, and (c) conclusion. What 
you mean the climax play? How does differ 
from the conclusion? what extent are the traditional 
time, place and action observed “Julius 
Caesar”? Answering these and similar questions involves 
comparison “Julius Caesar” with other dramas and 
with representative novels and poems. 

Structure Parts. “Julius Caesar,” though essential- 
drama, contains specimens other literary forms— 
narration, description, exposition, argumentation. Speci- 
mens each those forms should discussed and 
analyzed and compared. For instance, the play contains 
two passages that may roughly called orations. Which 
them—the speech Brutus, the speech Antony— 
true oration, and why? Which them appeals mainly 
the intellect, and which mainly the emotions? Which 
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the two orators talks over the heads his auditors? 
Compare these speeches with other speeches Shakes- 
peare—such Portia’s plea for mercy and Richard III’s 
address his troops before the Battle Bosworth. Com- 
pare them with representative orations such Webster’s 
Bunker Hill address and Robert Emmet’s vindication. 
result such comparisons attempt formulate the es- 
sential qualities good oration. Follow similar 
method procedure with passages that are mainly narra- 
tive and descriptive. 

Verse Form. What you suppose was Shakespeare’s 
motive writing some portions the play verse and 
others prose? Strengthen your opinion comparing 
the prose and the verse portions “Julius Caesar” with 
the corresponding portions other Shakespearean plays. 
Most the metrical portions “Julius Caesar” are writ- 
ten blank verse, but occasional rhymes are introduced; 
what the purpose the rhyming lines? Apply your 
knowledge English prosody (meter, rhyme, rhythm, 
stress, etc.) the verse portions the play. Why 
scansion English verse less moment than Latin 
verse? Quote passages from the verse portions this 
play which would lose much their effect written 
prose. easier write blank verse than write rhym- 
ing verse? it, and see. Compare bit Shakes- 
peare’s blank verse with passages from Milton’s “Para- 
dise Lost” and Tennyson’s “Idyls the King.” which 
the three poets you find the highest degree (a) 
smoothness, (b) majesty, (c) vigor, (d) variety?

Figures Speech. This phase the study involves 
nothing more than application “Julius Caesar” 
the classification figurative language set forth the 
ordinary school rhetoric. For some reason other, the 
dissection figures speech receives far too much at- 
tention some classes; indeed, have known instan- 
ces where constituted the sum total literary study. 
That abuse; but the abuse pedagogical aid 
argument against its judicious and rightly proportioned 
wse. 

Sentence Characteristics. have here opportu- 
nity peeping into Shakespeare’s workshop and seeing 
just how put his words together. Let take such 
sentence the following:

who wilfully misrepresents the Catholic Church the 
stocks logic and tighten the screws.” 

the practice the Catholic faith prevents the spread 
intelligence and progress, how comes that Catholic 
Spain the fifteenth and sixtenth centuries dominated 
Europe? 


And this misrepresentation fact and wrongful de- 
duction the Catholic Church and progress prevails 
everywhere. Now, the ground attack Spain, now Ire- 
land, now Quebec—wherever the Catholic Church flour- 
ishes. Before the war Belgium came for good coat 
blackening but presto! has been discovered that there 
more progress, intelligence and patriotism the square 
foot King Albert’s little realm—steeped Cath- 
olicity—than any other country Europe. needed, 
however, war and Alliance bring this out just 
néeded war teach our philosophical wiseacres Eng- 
land and America that the philosophy inculcated the 
German universities false. Men who are dull accept 
wisdom and truth from Church canon are sometimes 
open instruction when this instruction delivered 
army cannon. The latter less dogmatic but more 
penetrating. 

regards the Spain today, its critics are absolutely 
dishonest. They cite the Spain the middle the last 
century and call the Spain today. But within the 
last fifty sixty years Spain its life and develop- 
ment has not been stationary. quite true that the 
progress Spain will not measure that Great 
Britain France the United States, but some aspects 
its moral life Spain far ahead anyone these 
three countries. 

Let see what Spain does and cite 
here its standing from Year Book issued very re- 
cently. Spain has nine universities, attended 16,000 stu- 
dents, whom 5,000 attend the Central University 
Madrid. has 26,000 Public Schools, attended 2,000,- 
000 pupils, and 6,000 Private Schools attended 350,000 
pupils. This gives all attendance 2,350,000, which 
population nineteen million gives Spain school 
attendance nearly per cent its population. This 
better than Russia, better than Greece, and equal 
Belgium and Holland. Now, nobody would maintain that 
Belgium and behind education low 
the scale civilization. Then why single out Spain for 
condemnation? 

But let see wherein Spain advance the other 
countries Europe. Spain all odds the most tem- 
perate country Europe. Now, certainly, temperance 
great virtue—at least prohibition lecturers aver and teach 
so. Spain has also the least suicides any country 
Europe. has, too, the highest birth rate Europe—38 
every thousand its inhabitants. has divorce and 
its marriage separations are but very few. 

murders the United States leads the world. Here 
the percentage several countries: The United States 
every 100,000 its inhabitants, Italy Spain 4.74, 
France 1.72, Germany 1.06, and England .50. 

will seen that after all Spain not low 
far behind its critics would have believe. 

Ireland there other country the world 
has less crime, though its critics would have believe 
have the presiding judge the Assizes pre- 
sented with pair white gloves, indicating that there 
criminal case the dock. country the world 
has less illegitimate children than Ireland, the sum total 
those belonging almost exclusively Ulster. 

Then when come Quebec—French Canada—which 
has been grossly misrepresented the secular English 
press Canada and the United States, have condi- 
tion prosperity and progress and moral life that ob- 
tains other part our great Dominion. Judged 
the number illiterates—those who cannot read write 
—Quebec occupies creditable place, having less than 
four other provinces: Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, 
and New Brunswick. crime this how stands 
compared with Ontario according the last report 
the Minister Justice for Canada. will observed 
that the population Ontario and Quebec now almost 
equal. For Quebec the criminal and minor convictions 
for 1915 were 27,205, while those Ontario were 58,876. 
These facts cannot disputed controverted and bear 
eloquent testimony the position which Quebec occu- 
pies intellectually and morally among her sister provinces 
the Dominion. 

Let here set down the fact that Catholics can- 
not too alert watchful correcting all misrepre- 
sentation facts connection with the Catholic Church 
and the condition and progress Catholic countries. 

Yet doing this let not swing the other extreme. 
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The Catholic Church does not need our lies. must 
remember that the Catholic faith practised Spain, Ire- 
land, the United States, Italy Canada, does not and 
cannot change human nature. Even our Holy Father, 
while directing the Catholic conscience the whole 
world remains man subject all the frailties and weak- 
nesses man though dowered and strengthened and fav- 
ored with special divine graces the White Shepherd 
Mankind. 

Let then witness everywhere truth judicially, not 
controversially. Nothing more convincing than in- 
contestable fact. History written with the pen truth 
supplies the fact. This the sword that shall conquer 
though the enemy drive down upon with all the be- 
wildering forces born Error, Darkness and Night. 


TRAINING THE MEMORY. 
Sister the Holy Names Jesus and Mary. 


All competent teachers are now fully alive the neces- 
sity developing the reasoning powers their pupils; 
but their laudable endeavors accomplish this result, 
there not tendenc yto overlook the necessity also 
exercising the memory? common accusation that 
the teachers olden times assigned only memory tasks 
the exclusion those that develop the judgment; but 
this other things, the rule holds good: this must 
done and the other not left undone. are all aware 
the annoyance caused the servant, clerk, pupil, 
who repeatedly offers the excuse, forgot,” for duty 
neglected, task unperformed, message undelivered, 
and who seems think this explanation sufficient excuse 
for all shortcomings. But not that forgetfulness itself 
fault and serious one, since little examination will 
show that can easily overcome with attention and 
determined will the part the person who “forgot,” 
and who thus lightly places the blame for all his delin- 
quencies his “poor memory”. Tell the clerk who for- 
got the task assigned him his employer that 
have increase salary next week: will forget? In- 
form the maid who forgot the injunction his mistress 
that she will have extra “day off” that week: will she 
any school children that they will 
have holiday the next day: will they forget, and appear 
promptly school the following morning? Probably not, 
though they may have forgotten very important home 
task assigned them. Hence see that the process 
remembering depends largely upon the interest person 
takes the thing remembered, and hence, also, the 
responsibility the person who forgets. Teachers should 
not readily accept from the pupils that excuse, forgot,” 
but make them understand that the forgetting itself 
fault, since denotes either lack attention the 
directions given lack interest the task imposed 
with feeble will obey, perhaps both. 

have said that memory can trained, and every 
one recognizes the value good memory, from the 
child’s earliest school days through his whole social and 
business career extreme old age, the instructors 
youth should give careful, constant, painstaking effort 
this important feature education. study the work- 
ings the mind the process memorizing, shall 
find that five important factors enter into this process, 
and teacher who would develop and strengthen the 
memory his pupils would helped keeping them 
mind. These factors are (1) Primacy, (2) Recency, (3) 
Vividness, (4) Repetition, (5) Association. Let con- 
sider these successively. 

(1) Primacy, First one’s experi- 
ence will suggest him examples the force early 
impressions, and, erroneous, how difficult the task 
changing them for correct ideas. Teachers language 
know how much their work facilitated habits 
correct speech formed home when the child from his 
earliest years has had the advantage possessing well 
educated, cultured parents; and, the contrary, how 
difficult the task teaching correct forms language 
those children who first heard and used incorrect modes 
speech home. Early fears thunder are likely 
survive long after the reasoning mind has accepted the 
teacher’s explanation that the danger lurks only the 
lightning. Prayers learned early childhood are remem- 
bered all through life. Thus see the necessity early 
instilling into the child’s mind moral lessons truthful- 
ness, honesty, sobriety, etc. 

(2) Recency.—The last ideas received are quickly re- 
called; the most recent explanation the teacher best 
Pupils “cram” just before examination, 


and some scholars quick apprehension are able 
master short time what duller pupils have laboriously 
absorbed during much longer period time,—though 
the knowledge thus acquired may quickly forgotten. 
prepare for literary entertainment previous read- 
ing the poem recited analyzed; and those going 
see play Shakespeare usually refresh their mem- 
ories preliminary perusal that particular drama. 

(3) Vividness, Emotional Accompaniment and In- 
terest. All teachers now recognize the value object 
lessons help the memory, and employ them freely, 
even such abstract sciences Mathematics and Logic. 
the Primary Grades, the pupils are initiated into the 
mysteries addition, subtraction, multiplication, and divi- 
sion, the use small sticks, balls, pieces chalk, etc.; 
while the higher grades, use made yard-sticks, 
cubes, cones, etc. Geography taught maps, 
with pictures, Botany detailed examination roots, 
leaves, and flowers; and with the other sciences. All 
these objects greatly help the work memorizing facts 
and principles. Even Logic, certain abstract ideas are 
made easier comprehension such visual representa- 
tions “Euler’s circles.” 

Again, Interest, that superlatively important element 
every mental process, sooner aroused when the pupils 
feel that they are personally benefited the result 
their labors. Manual labor better accomplished when 
the boys are allowed keep the objects they construct. 
Lessons Domestic Science are most effective among 
girls when they make dresses and hats for themselves, 
are permitted enjoy the good things they have 
cooked. 

(4) Pepetition—This point well understood all 
efficient teachers, impelling them make use class re- 
views and drills all kinds. But effective, these 
repetitions must introduce some element variety, other- 
wise interest will lacking, the pupils’ attention will lag, 
and the desirable end the repetition will not attained. 
The Jesuits’ principle, mater studiorum,” un- 
doubtedly true, but putting into practice, they prob- 
ably follow the advice another eminent educator, who 
says, “Every subject instruction should viewed from 
many sides possible, and exercises varied pos- 
sible should set one and the same thing.” Another 
writes, “The art the master shown disguising repe- 
tition, and bringing known things into new connection, 
that they may partially, least, retain their freshness.” 

Under the head Repetition, may commend the 
practice writing instructive methods literary gems 
the blackboard, kept before the pupils’ eyes until 
the lessons have sunk into their minds; also, inducing 
them commit memory choice literary selections, after 
their meaning has been mastered. probable that St. 
John’s reiterated “Love one another” had more effect 
his disciples, (even though they did complain the repe- 
tition) than single utterance the divine precept. 


(5) conveying clear ideas and 
sentences expressing intelligible thoughts are more easily 
memorized than meaningless obscure words and 
phrases. Some professors interested the processes 
education, have tried the experiment teaching children 
certain combinations letters expressing sounds but con- 
veying ideas, such dumo, cavit, medin, tempor, 
plunry, etc., and they found that the children learned 
them only with great difficulty and after long time, 
while the same children learned easily and quickly list 
words whose meaning they knew. Hence see the 
folly teaching the pronunciation foreign words be- 
fore their signification, teaching the alphabet before 
using the letters words familiar the child. also, 
poetry should not given pupils memorized 
until has first been studied literature. 

conclusion, repeat that lack attention the 
part pupils the chief cause their forgetfulness. 
their thoughts wander while the teacher explaining the 
next day’s lesson assigning the home task, not 
surprising that the next day brings the familiar excuse, 
forgot.” The boy girl who, reaching store, 
forgets two the three errands intrusted him her 
the mother probably did not listen attentively while 
that mother was speaking. the careless habit con- 
tinues through life. Conscientious teachers, who desire 
see their pupils not only successful students school but 
also satisfactory members the home circle and so- 
ciety, will take the means necessary cultivate the

Signatures 5,993 women were 
crossed from the petitions and 3,028 
signatures other voters were ruled 
illegal because they were petitions 
circulated women. This reduced 
the total number isgnatures 
38,631, whereas 43,469 are required 
for submission amendment.

SWINE—THEIR NEEDS AND 
COMFORTS 


Swine American farms are receiving better care 
and treatment than ever before. The filthy mudhole 
former times has about gone out fashion. Cement 
wallows filled with clean water now are provided 
numerous farms, for hog men have learned that the 
plunges into the wallow not because fond filth, 
but because seeking coolness and comfort. 
breeder Poland Chinas has big frame filled with 
sand and covered with boards keep out the sun. Water 
thrown the sand every day and here his pure-bred 
porkers keep cool and happy thru the hottest days. 
surroundings are menace both the family and 
the hog the farm, and most swine breeders now try 
keep their hogs clean, sanitary surroundings. 

Improved methods feeding have added little 
the comfort the hog. The old cruel ring the nose 
prevent rooting rapidly going out fashion, for 
has been discovered that hogs will not root when given 
properly balanced rations. Professor John Evvard 
the Iowa State Agricultural College, saw some 
his hogs turning the sod with their noses. added 
some meat meal their ration and they soon lost all 
interest rooting. Swine raisers everywhere are find- 
ing out about such things and treating their hogs more 
kindly. 

breeder who owns one the most famous show 
herds swine the Middle West goes great pains 
cook all the feed for his herd. the winter 
hauled out them piping hot. Asked why did this, 
made this significant reply: “Did you ever notice 
how much better YOU feel after eating hot 
soup cold; wintry day?” that are misery 


from cold will not eat drink enough gain rapidly, 
almost everywhere they are getting better feed and 
good warm quarters the winter. 


Sows farrowing time are kept warm, sanitary 
quarters and are sometimes given better attention than 
some farm women receive childbirth. The young pigs 
are looked after almost carefully newly born babies. 
Swine breeders have learned that pays give the 
pig proper start life. 

Pigs longer are beaten, recklessly driven and an- 
noyed. When the hog comfortable and sleeping with- 
out care—and other animal seems able take 
fat and adding bone and muscle his frame. Alto- 
gether, the hog faring well any other animal 
the farm, and many cases even better. 

Interest pure-bred livestock and the high prices 
recent times have done much stimulate this condition, 
but the United States Department Agriculture and 
the state agriculture colleges have been doing their 
full share toward educating the farmer the needs and 
comforts his hogs.

The Artist 

Sir Edwin Landseer, the most popular animal painter 
the nineteenth century, was born London, March 
1802. very early showed deep love for animals and 
great skill sketching them. was the youngest son 
John Landseer, distinguished engraver, whose chil- 
dren inherited his artistic talent. There were the im- 
mediate family fewer than eight persons who attained 
more less distinction artists: John, 
Henry, and six John’s children, whom Edwin be- 
came the most famous. John Landseer gave his gifted 
son his first lesson drawing, directing him man- 
ner that meant constant improvement the child’s work 
and encouragement his best. Some the pictures 
made between the age five and ten were 
good that his father kept them, and now after hundred 
years they may still seen the Kensington Museum, 
London. 

With two his brothers, the child studied art with 
English painter London, and 1816 entered the Royal 
Academy. this early age fourteen Edwin sent 
pictures several galleries. studied for while under 
the artist Haydon. picture his called “Dogs Fight- 
ing” (engraved his father) was painted when was 
sixteen, and “The Dogs St. Gothard Discovering 
‘Traveler the Snow,” also engraved his father, ap- 
peared two years later. The people London became 
interested his pictures, and immediately became the 
most noted painter animals. one else could paint 
dogs Landseer did, and his pictures were great 
demand. was elected Associate the Royal 
Academy the age twenty-four and received the rank 
Academician four years later. was expressly in- 
vited Sir Walter Scott (as great lover dogs 
himself) visit Abbotsford, where made himself pop- 
ular with Sir Walter and his wife sketching their dogs 
for them. There studied animals their native haunts, 
the deep forests, the wild mountain sides and the 
lakes and rushing streams. Thus acquired bolder 
and freer style his work and became fond deer 
subjects for his paintings. 

For fifty years paintings formed the chief 
treasure and attraction the Royal Academy exhibitions, 
and engravings from his works had such circulation 
England that the sixties there was scarcely house 
which there did not hang one his horses, dogs stags. 
Even the Continent was flooded with them. Some his 
pictures are “Night,” “Morning,” “Children the Mist,” 
“The Return from the Deer-Stalking,” “Sir Walter Scott 
and His Dogs,” “Alexander and Diogenes,” “Dignity and 
impudence,” “The Sleeping Bloodhound,” “The Con- 
noisseurs,” “The Old Shepherd’s Chief Mourner” and 
Dialogue Waterloo” representing the Duke Wel- 
lington explaining his daughter-in-law the incidents 
the great fight years after occurred. This one the 
best the few figurepieces painted. was knighted 
1850. 1855 received Paris one the two large 
medals awarded The complete list 
his works very large. sportsman who wandered 
about all day long the open air with gun his arm, 
painted pictures with all the love and joy child 
nature.

TEACHING READING 


ORAL AND SILENT READING 


the larger part the reading done the world 
silent reading. This common, every-day sort read- 
ing very different process from oral reading, and has 
very different purpose. The great majority people 
seldom have occasion read aloud. And yet for many 
years the only kind reading recognized reading 
the schools has been oral reading. This almost ex- 
clusive practice oral reading school has produced 
several results which students school practice have ad- 
versely criticized. 


over-emphasizes secondary purpose reading, 
viz., the vocal rendering. The most important well 
the most common purpose reading under- 
stand the thought, not vocalize the form. 

has led too often rewarding the superficial 
reader and discrediting the thoughtful reader. 

recent report study made the Laboratory 
Experimental Education, the University Chi- 
cago, was recorded that teacher was asked select 
for experiment three second year pupils: one 
the best oral readers the class; medium reader; 
and one the poorest. After the experiment the 
regular teacher was asked how these children stood 
their other school work. She stated that the best 
reader, was much below the average all her other 
work, had initiative, and could never depended 
upon piece work. the medium reader, was 
also below the average but was good faithful plodder. 
the poor reader, was above the average all her 
other school work and always took the initiative. 

All teachers experience have doubtless had many 
pupils this sort—fluent oral readers but other par- 
ticulars average poor students, and also pupils the 
sort who are poor oral readers but substantial thinkers 
and efficient practical ways. All will agree that ability 
think more valuable than ability say words 
that the former should receive the larger recognition 
school. 


Too much emphasis oral reading will produce 
mental habits that actually retard the natural develop- 
ment good thought-getting habits. 

The eye becomes trained seeing small groups 
even individual words instead large groups. This 
reacts the mind that becomes habituated 
thinking, reads, the same scrappy way instead 
“swinging along” with the thought. 

habit slow reading may fixed which re- 
tards the development the normal speed. has 
been found that the rapid readers can reproduce about 
per cent more the matter read than can slow readers, 
and that the reproduction the rapid reader about 
per cent more accurate. Some reading exercises 
should given with time limit, but individual differ- 
ences ability should not overlooked, and hurried 
reading should avoided. 

Vocal reading tends produce the habit 
“motor” reading even when the reader “reading 
himself.” Some children and some adults whisper the 
words read with their lips while “reading them- 
selves,” they produce the words the throat. 

would appear that the essential acts reading (i. 
understanding the thought the printed page) are 
two: (1) perceiving the word forms, (2) thinking their 
group meaning. 

ordinary adult reading not necessary visual- 
ize distinctly the non-essential words, the, to, and, etc. 
the meaning the groups words they succeed 
each other the page that sought for. 

has been pointed out that reader has his com- 
mand several ways showing that has understood 


what has read. (1) may write the meaning. (2) 
may sometimes act it. (3) may tell the meaning

Each selection book read will, then, determine 
its own thought problem, and this problem will determine 
the teacher’s method procedure. The formulation 
these “problems” requires the same study and thought 
does the statement problem arithmetic. 
arithmetic banking transaction involves one type 
problem, the quantity another type 
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problem, etc. The problem should clear the 
mind the pupil reading arithmetic, and 
the method attack should also clear. The recog- 
nition the problem will awaken and hold the intellec- 
tual interest the pupil, will guide him his study 
given selection, will control the teacher her treat- 
ment the lesson. 

After pupils have had some training reading under 
the control “problem,” they may read some 
tions, chapters, books with the purpose mind 
ask some questions state some “problems” after 
the first reading. Reading with this purpose mind 
may assigned the early grades well later 
grades. The important considerations before assigning 
lesson without guidance for study (1) that pupils 
have had sufficient previous training reading with 
definite and varied purposes mind, and (2) that the 
selection adapted the abilities the class. 


TEACHING ORAL READING 

follows from the conclusions reached the pre- 
ceding discussion, provided those conclusions are ac- 
cepted, that: (1) oral reading should given much 
less important place school than silent reading except 
the first two grades; (2) oral reading should not 
the principal test pupil’s reading ability; (3) oral 
reading should never precede but always follow study 
the entire selection that there may reasonable 
certainty that pupils may have some understanding 
what they are interpret before attempting interpret. 
This study may course independent, individual 
study class study with the teacher. 

would appear that oral reading could have but two 
purposes: 

One may read others convey the thought 
author. evident that the reader cannot convey 
the thought unless the words are familiar 
thought has been measure least assimilated. 

One may read teacher, either school teacher, 
ercise learning how read better. This exercise 
discloses the teacher the words and passages that are 
not understood and faults expression. evident 
that this case audience, other than the teacher, 
inay hindrance the learner and that audience 
should ‘not expected compelled submit 
bored. 

Unquestionably much the loss and harm the or- 
dinary school reading lesson comes from attempt 
combine these conflicting purposes one exercise. 


The common results this mixture 


inevitable, viz.: (1) uninterested audience pupils 
with tendency (punished when discovered) for the in- 
tellectual members the audience (the class) read 
ahead and “lose the (2) reading first, thinking 
and discussion second; (3) hurried and inadequate 
helping the poor reader; (4) little training that re- 
sults better oral reading; (5) little training that 
results better thinking; (6) often the training 
readers poor mental habits. 

the primary grades these purposes are not gen- 
confused. Here there seldom oral reading that 
has not been preceded silent reading. Pupils are 
trained think first and give oral expression second. 
The reading these grades simpler matter than 
the grades beyond, because far the greater emphasis 
placed upon learning simple vocabulary and upon 
training recognize this vocabulary 
text. The practice also common having small read- 
ing groups pupils, relatively similar reading ca- 
pacity.

The origin written tests 
and examinations dates back 
the movement for greater use 
pen and pencil substitut- 
ing written for oral tests. Their 
extensive use grew out their 
advantage judging the educa- 
tional standing pupils large 
classes and the supposed impor- 
tance some uniform basis for 
the classification and promotion 
pupils which soon became 
universal basis classification 
graded 
schools. Soon, too, written ex- 
aminations led excessive writ- 
ten preparations and recitations. 

they produced objectionable ef- 
fects and results. The pupils’ nervous systems were over- 
taxed and the actions their lungs and other vital organs 
were hindered stooping, cramping positions writing 

While the excessive use written tests produced ob- 
jectionable, unjustifiable results must not thought 
the written test not without its merits and advantages. 
Used moderately the written test has its place school 
exaggeration say that pupil has been efficiently 
taught who has not occasionally been subjected the 
test putting into writing his knowledge what has 
studied. Such tests may advantageously given especial- 
the completion certain subdivisions subject 
means determining what the pupil knows about 
the subject far has studied it. Used for this pur- 
pose recurring written tests possess several advantages. 
They help cultivate and improve the child’s language; 
they throw him upon his own intellectual resources; they 
help fix knowledge permanently; they give the pupil 
tangible evidence his progress, which encourages and 
inspires him; they enable teachers detect defective 
teaching not disclosed the ordinary recitation and there- 
adapt their teaching the pupils’ needs and 
judge the efficiency their efforts, methods and devices. 

Considering these advantages obvious that written 
tests aid both teacher and learner inasmuch they meas- 
ure black and white the results obtained and thus show 
whether pupils are accomplishing the ends and aims 
instruction. Certainly, too, that both 
teacher and pupil should have some tangible evidence 
the actual progress made through the methods study 
and teaching employed. these methods defective, 
they should improved. they are effective both 
teacher and pupil may note their efficiency and inspired 
further effort. Nothing stimulates both teacher and 
learner more than the knowledge that they are succeeding 
and progressing. 

test these desirable results may use cither oral 
written tests. This brings the question the com- 
parative efficiency the two methods. For the written 
test may say less partial than the oral test since 
the same for all pupils and offers equal opportunity 
stand successfully; also produces more tangible, 
trustworthy results; reveals more precisely the com- 
parative progress different pupils; discloses more 
plainly defective teaching and study; stresses more 
forcibly the necessity precision and completeness 
expression; shows more detail the pupil’s ability 
compose correctly while thinking about the subject mat- 
ter; stimulates attention instruction and thorough- 
ness daily preparation lessons. 

While the written test has its advantages, also has 
its limitations. test knowledge rather than 
power and skill. can not test all teaching results many 
which can tested only doing. For instance one’s 
ability read sing can tested only actual read- 
ing singing. Likewise the pupil’s living virtuous, 
Christian lives would far better test their knowl- 
edge Christianity than pages written tests Chris- 
tian doctrine and virtues. Here the real test the living

Pupils their best work when they show freely keen, 
natural, interest the written tests without being the 
anxious seat whether they shall “pass.” Certainly 
the highest function the school and its teachers not 
fit children pass examinations but live, useful, 
complete, Christian organizing and applying 
knowledge fruitfully solving the problems hard 
and busy world. 

Having observed the advantages, limitations and evils 
the written examination may consider the ad- 
visibility basing scholastic rewards and honors, promo- 
tion and classification pupils and judging the compara- 
tive efficiency schools and teachers solely upon the re- 
sults written examinations. Hardly had the values 
written tests been recognized when most the school 
boards and superintendents based their decisions upon 
scholastic honors, promotion and efficiency entirely upon 
the results the final examinations tabulated per cents 
ranging from 100%. 

Needless say this soon produced many bitter jealous- 
ies, unfriendly rivalries and other evils. side-tracked 
the best efforts teachers, grooved and narrowed their 
instruction rote, mechanical methods teaching. 
occasioned cramming, defective study and tempted pupils 
dishonesty preparing their “wares for the market.” 
The very fact that rewards, honors, promotions, efficiency 
and comparisons depended solely upon the results the 
coming written examinations made school supervision too 
mechanical and hampered the better judgment and teach- 
ing ability teachers who were able and willing 
excellent work. Fettered the requirements the com- 
ing ordeal they naturally focused their instruction not 
upon the greater needs the pupil but upon what would 
“count” passing the examination. Hours study and 
drills upon probable arithmetical, grammatical, geograph- 
ical and historical questions were centered upon these 
subjects the exclusion all other studies equally im- 
portant. result pupils were overtasked 
broader, better methods teaching sacrificed. 

The remedy for these evils the “examination system” 
the broadening and strengthening the examination 
questions put them into the domain genuine 
education. They should such character will test 
the pupil’s knowledge and powers observation, think- 
ing, reasoning and expression. Certainly they should 
bring out good training and true culture rather than nar- 
row technicalities and should show the pupil what 
ought know and what worth knowing. 

second remedy for the evils the examination sys- 
tem the abolishment comparisons between teachers 
and pupils. Comparisons rule are odious, unfair and 
deceptive since home training and assistance are not al- 
ways equal and these factors are often overlooked when 
comparisons are made solely terms per cents. Often 
the high per cent pupil deserves less real credit than one 
lower standing whose knowledge the subject may 


far more comprehensive than that his higher ranking 
but less studious rival. 

This suggests third remedy for the evils the use 
the examination system rewarding, grading, promot- 
ing and comparing different pupils. that written ex- 
amination results should not the sole basis judging 
scholarship. Every experienced teacher has been forcibly 
impressed with the injustice considering the higher 
per cent pupil the better scholar. has observed that 
not infrequently the strongest scholars make the lowest 
examination marks, and that the weakest often makes 
the highest grades. The pupils daily recitation records 
compel the conclusion that the results written examina- 
tions are not necessarily conclusive evidence nor acid tests 
scholarship. more frequent and bringing out 
the pupil’s knowledge more points these records based 
upon the teacher’s judgment must far 
better, fairer test his scholarship. Certainly the pupil’s 
daily success failures recorded roll book the 
memory the competent, trustworthy teacher are ever 
ready render far truer verdict the pupil’s scholar- 
ship than the answering few questions the set, 
written examination. 


MUSIC THE RELIGIOUS TRAINING THE 
CHILD.

The Catholic School the synonym for religion and 
morality. the sanctuary where young minds are 
taught know and love God. institution where 
the coming generation imbibing knowledge the 
truths Holy Church. home where boys and 
girls are laying the foundations become 
men and women, honor both their Church and 
their country. forms integral part the 
curriculum, and the secular branches learning are taught 
such way, that religion exercises her benign influence 
over them all. The young mind made realize that all 
knowledge comes from God, and useful only in-so-far 
will lead them God. Thus the child-mind becomes 
impregnated with the idea its dependence upon God, 
that its entire after-life influenced it. 

Among the branches taught the curriculum our 
Catholic Schools, there one which, above all others, ex- 
cept Christian Doctrine itself, appeals the spiritual side 
the life the child. refer the art music 
fact cannot have idea religious worship, without 
the same time regarding music integral part 
it. the most religious among all the arts. Religious 
feelings and emotions find their adequate and deepest ex- 
pression music alone. essentially and preemi- 
nently religious art, Christian art, might say, 
Catholic art. Its influence ennobles, strengthens and puri- 
fies the mind, and elevates things the higher world. 
the art which expresses man’s religious thoughts and 
feelings, where human language fails so. for 
this reason that the Church holds music such high re- 
gard. Her work here upon earth lead men God, 
and music the most spiritual and subtlest all the 
arts, she calls upon this art assist her her great work. 

the work education, the senses the child must 
primarily appealed to. But among the arts, music 
above all others appeals the senses. But does not 
finish its work here, for sinks into the very being, the 
very soul the child, influencing for good. The great 
spiritual truths too deep explained word mouth, 
are made intelligent the child-mind means the 
divine art. Right here the reason that music our 
Catholic Schools should held before the child-mind 
something holy, something heavenly, the language 
the angels. Children love sing, for they sing naturally. 
When child becomes unconscious its surroundings, 
invariably will express its thoughts song, little 
melody familiar it. because the purity, the inno- 
cence, the heavenly beauty the art music, that makes 
appeal child-nature, which yet untouched 
the material things this world. 

music then seems part child-nature, and 
such power for good, since religious truths are 
bound with music and singing, who can estimate its 
educational value the religious training youth? 
Where the Catholic teacher that will not call his 
aid such powerful means bring the child-mind 
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knowledge truths too sublime for fathom any 
other way? has been the experience all Catholic 
teachers, that religious truths, matter how well ex- 
plained, matter how simply interpreted, are but feebly 
grasped young minds. only the simplest com- 
parisons with experiences the every-day life the 
child, that any material progress can made all, 
bringing any light bear upon the proper understanding 
religious truths. This but natural. The truths 
Holy Faith are profound, that the most learned 
men, but feebly understand them. They are the products 
the mind God, Infinite Mind, and therefore 
finite mind cannot hope fathom them. Therefore 
presenting these children, when one has 
used every comparison and every means possible make 
them somewhat intelligent them, the art music offers 
itself further aid, yes, the most efficient means 
bring these truths home the child. Thus these truths 
sink into the very soul the child, and the effect the 
inner life the soul transformed into outer expression 
right action and conduct. The éntire spiritual nature 
the child stimulated. 

From what has been said, gather, that music Cath- 
olic Schools has religious mission. Catholic teachers 


should always keep this idea mind. Music like any 


the arts, can be, and diverted from its purpose. For 
us, our scheme education, has but one mission, 
namely bring light bear those things that lead 
men life eternal. follows then, that the selection 
songs for children, those secular character should 
give way those religious and moral character. 
think, all who realize the great good the art music 
exercises the plan Catholic education, will agree with 
me, when say, that secular songs, which particular 
moral taught, and which contribute nothing the re- 
ligious and moral training the child, should find 
place the choice material for the singing lesson. Re- 
ligious songs, with the Catholic teacher should take pre- 
cedence, then songs that have moral impart. All 
other songs, matter how excellent, musically speaking, 
should not waste the time the singing lesson, for they 
not contribute the end, which have view 
educating the child. The little time that allotted the 
singing lesson each day, can very well employed in- 
structing the child the principles singing and nota- 
tion, the teaching hymns for church services and 
songs that illustrate truth contain moral, and above 
all, instilling him knowledge and love for the 
sublime music Holy Church, the Gregorian Chant.

Rousing the Imagination. 


That delightful faculty 
man, the imagination, the pic- 
turing faculty, the faculty 
re-creation, the power 
that makes old sights and 
sounds glow and sing once 
more and melt and merge into 
new, charming images 
beauty and power,—this 
the heart all true litera- 
ture. “L’imagination est 
folle logis,” Imagination 
the scatterbrain the house, 
said Malebranche very aptly, 
and was only echoing, 
seems, saying the dear 
and wise Saint Teresa. 
teacher will dispute that with 
this sort imagination, lively, 
quick and changeful, the very breeder distractions, all 
children seem blessed abundantly. But the same elfin fac- 
ulty which sets little thoughts wandering and young minds 
wool gathering, busy with games and summer woods when 
they should considering the graver charms writing 
can harnessed the chariot Apollo 
and made play Pegasus for many glorious flights lit- 
erary fancy. should some consolation the much- 
plagued teacher the more exact and pedestrian branches 
whom childish imagination are baffling and annoying 
their tricks, think that the class English literature 
that same freakish faculty can harnessed and made 
pull load! 

Seriously, make our talented boys and girls good 
writers must train and harness their imagination. Be- 
cause for that much and intelligent reading good books, 
that personal appreciation good literature which the 
first the two steps becomng effective writer, the 
awakening and refining the imagination pre-requi- 
site. Upon the alertness, the vividness and strength 
the imagination depend great measure the pleasures 
literature, and these pleasures are the inducement and the 
reward which will keep the student actively interested 
pursuing the course reading required for the training 
taste and the forming style. 

True, mere course the reading excellent literature 
will itself tend develop and refine this faculty imag- 
ination. The imagination constantly action while 
read and takes with amazing swiftness and singular 
retentiveness the images offered through the cold me- 
dium print and performs with lightening speed the man- 
ifold picturings which long tales, intricate descriptions and 
far-fetched metaphors put upon it. Yet the more aid 
give waking the imagination, especially the beginning 
our young writer’s career, the more surely and swiftly 
she will acquire taste and gusto for what choice 
and excellent literature. well worth while then 
give some suggestions for rousing the imagination. 

All the more reason for directing some deliberate care 
towards this important scatterbrain because many in- 
fluences nowadays are conspiring against the true culture 
and fine development the imagination. This vulgar, 
trivial age. Pictures are everywhere but the main not 
elevating nor inspiring pictures. They are too many 
good. was happier time, perhaps, when the countless 
multiplication pictures, the innumerable replication 
books, was unknown and unthought of. Then what pic- 
tures and books there were offered the imagination more 
what was noble, sound and true and less the merely 
superficial and transient. Modern imaginations are sur- 
feited with countless impressions which clog and dull 
rather than stimulate and nourish them. 

shall not here aside call detailed attention 
the low conspiracy against the imaginations children 
that many commercialized publications, mercenary 
movies and cheap forms entertainment are waging for 
gain. The the shallow stories for 
children, the movies full tawdry sentiment and poor 
sensationalism when they have not worse and more bale- 
fule influences, tend degrade and fuddle the imagina- 
tion. That they see, what they hear, what they read, tends 
too often dull and tarnish the mirror the phantasy, 
that magic mirror which can sparkle, gleam and glow

readily with the glorious visions and dreams the mas- 
ters literature, can deflect the trivial crowd the 
flaring posters the street. 

Clearly then will well for give some deliber- 
ate care rousing and refining the imagination the 
child, both for the intrinsic worth the faculty itself and 
for the sake the essential interest and appreciation 
which the awakening will bring the study English 
models. But how shall proceed? are some sug- 
gestions which are the result practical work the 
classroom and can adapted varying grades and 
fering needs. begin with, choose bit poetry which 
not too easy yet well within the comprehension the 
class. Our first experiment was made with The Daffodils, 
Wordsworth, and this will serve good beginning 
with high school pupils. test progress thereafter 
interesting the start read the poem fhe class, 
put the board, and then have each one write out his 
her understanding the poem. Keep these apprecia- 
tions, and when the study over have the class once 
more record impressions. The difference between the first 
and the last will, probably, encouraging and index 
progress. 

Then proceed build the imaginations the 
pupils sort prelude the appreciation the poem. 
this end, one may pointedly observe, one should previ- 
ously have gone through the process, long brief, the 
subject demands, waking one’s own imagination 
ready rouse and kindle theirs. intense interest 
the one who wrote the poem, the probable circuin- 
stances which inspired it, the scenes which laid 
and the thoughts and suggestions which beautifully and 
imaginatively conveys, the best preparation for commu- 
nicating others, especially children, the enthusiastic 
appreciation And may one say, way par- 
enthesis, that all the introductions all “edited classics, 
all their biographical details and the glosses their mar- 
gins, are danger doing more harm than good the 
real appreciation students for the work unless they ap- 
peal the imagination and help create picture the 
man, the place and the occasion, and thus heighten inter- 
est and prepare the pupil enter into piece 
that already loved and which they have already tasted 
the relish anticipation. Details biography and local 
fleckless blue, lurking pictured somewhere the pupil’s 
for their power helping the imagination enter with 
interest and gusto the work. 

Thus the present instance the important circumstances 
are that Wordsworth was man intensely loved nature 
and had reverent sense the power natural beauty 
lead the soul spiritual realizations. lived one 
the most quietly beautiful regions the world, the 
Lake Country England, and was powerfully affected 
and inspired the loveliness around him. not 
necessary consult encyclopedias and books travel 
acquire precise and accurate notion the exact topog- 
raph and contour the Lake Region England. one 
has this, all the better perhaps, but will not give 
too much importance accuracy here. Every child has 
seen lake some sort every little imag- 
ination are stored pictures green fields and 
bright flowers. lonely white cloud, floating the else 
ueckless blue, lurking pictured somewhere the pupil’s 
fancy. These things must now evoke and weave them 
into prelude for the poem. 

So, after some preliminary remarks about Wordsworth 
himself, intended awaken interest what wrote and 
calculated give some sort picture the man and 
his personality, begin stir the imagination the 
class picture the setting which the poem was con- 
ceived. 

glorious day Spring. The poet, alone, and 
with that mingled exultation and sadness which often 
comes from the contemplation lovely scenery, wan- 
dering over the meadows, bright with the fresh green 
springtime. the great circle the horizon feels 
lonely the single cloud that floats high over the 
vales and hills. Expatiate the scene, using gestures, 
tones and what you will waken the pupils’ fancy 
vivid picture. Suddenly, that solitary mood, the poct 
gains little height the meadows, and looks over 
the green summit the rise the ground, there, ffutter- 
ing and dancing the breeze, are whole crowd, host, 
golden daffodils, the sunny, graceful sprightly flowers that 
are the very symbol the joy spring. 

Then describe, glowingly and eagerly, the glorious 
scene. The wide bend the lake, the brilliant air, the 
shining sky, the limpid atmosphere spring. Best all 
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the long, golden dance daffodils, continuous the 
stars that shine and twinkle the milky way, host 
glorious flowers, beside the lake, beneath the trees, 
fluttering and dancing the breeze. The poet stands 
gaze and gaze, with sheer delight, upon the jocund com- 
pany. marks how the waves beside the flowers danced 
likewise and throw off golden sparkles sunlight, but 
the flowers his loving eyes outdo the sparkling waves 
glee. With mere, undeflecting delight lets the charming 
show engrave itself deep his memory, until, 
turns last unwillingly away, the flowers still ffutter and 
dance his mind’s eye, and has gained permanent 
possession, for himself and, because poet, for all 
aiter generations who shall know the English tongue and 
love what beautiful. 

For, after days, when lies his couch pensive 
vacant mood, the dancing flowers flash that inner 
eye the imagination which the bliss solitude. And 
then his heart, fills with gladness, and dances once mgre 
with the remembered daffodils. 

All this should expanded and developed, with 
eye the comprehension the students, until, watching 
their faces, you see that flush wakening, comprehension, 
that realization the scene and the experience, which 
tells you that their imaginations are roused picture 
something the rapture that spring morning, the sur- 
prised delight the poet, the deep draughts pure 
pleasure and joy which drank from the golden flow- 
ers, and the permanent enriching his being with that 
bright memory the bliss vacant pensive 
moods. Now you may tell them that this man had not 
possessed power self-expression the sweet English 
tongue his bright experience would have perished with 
himself and not remained delight future generations. 
Wordsworth had sedulously cultivated the blessed art 
putting into scemly words the thoughts his heart. 
Therefore we, years afterwards and another land, can 
catch again the rapture that spring day and feel 
our hearts, after these many days, dancing with the 
daffodils. well worth while cultivate one’s imagi- 
native power and one’s expression! 

Then conjecture how the poem itself came into being. 
The poet, perhaps one those vacant pensive moods, 
once more visited with the bright vision the dancing 
daffodils. fancy walks again the green slope be- 
neath the shining sky and breasts the rise and sees the 
glory bright flowers. The first lines the poem sing 
themselves this fancy: 

wandered, lonely cloud 

That floats high o’er vales and hills, 
When all once saw crowd, 

host golden daffodils, 

Beside the lake, beneath the trees, 
Fluttering and dancing the breeze. 

And so, line line, this immortal poem written. 

Then read the poem for them again, with all the expres- 
sion and emphasis and interpretation you are master of. 

Finally, take the poem stanza stanza and expatiate 
upon the individual felicities expression. Try help 
the students realize the art that conveys, amply and 
without effort, the soul lovely experience, and get 
them taste the sweetness connotation that often 
flowers lonely word. 

Last all you may select phrase after phrase which 
has some special beauty which appeals you pos- 
sessing particular loveliness, and make the imaginations 
the class respond and reproduce the beauties which 
thrill you the phrase question. 

You may use much time you like each step 
this proceeding, and the end will interesting 
have said get the students write down once more 
their impressions and appreciation the poem. You 
will able conjecture from what they say how far 
you have succeded rousing their imaginations appre- 
ciation and delight. Such exercise may more for 
their real appreciation literature than dreary days 
rhetoric and grass mar. 

“That very like the process meditation,” some one 
may say reading these suggestions. One makes first 
prelude, and then aroused interest the fruit ob- 
tained. Then one goes over the poem phrase phrase 
pretty much the same way one dwells phrase 
after phrase prayer.” Indeed, much the same psycho- 
logical principles are involved and when one finds out the 
poem, one will come perhaps have still more regard 


for them when applied prayer. 
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HEALTH HINTS. 


Safeguarding the Health Our School Children. 

All studies that have been made this cOuntry indicate 
that large numbers children, especially the crowded 
cities, are physically far below par. How much this condi- 
tion affects the health and vigor our people was revealed 
the selective draft. The defective physical condition 
young men draft age was largely due neglect 
proper supervision and guidance during their period 
growth. the defects disclosed the examining physi- 
cians had been recognized early school life would 
have been possible, large measure, correct them. 

One thing conspicuous the results our studies 
and observations, and that the superior physical condi- 
tion the children the better-cared-for classes, those 
who are favored with improved conditions life. Proper 
feeding, fresh air, and outdoor exercise have made the 
present generation children the well-to-do classes 
taller, heavier, and stronger than their parents. This 
matter common observation. Children other classes, 
however, especially the large cities, not show the 
same improvement. The knowledge child culture has 
not yet filtered down the masses. 

The war has created situation which makes the con- 
dition these children even worse than peace times. 
The higher cost food, particularly milk, which has 
led many families forego its use entirely, chiefly re- 
sponsible for this condition today. 

great deal has been done, course, the last thirty 
years for the better health children, but the efforts 
most the Boards Health and the welfare agencies 
have been concentrated—and very properly, too—on the 
care infants, among whom the largest number deaths 
occur. The milk stations, for example, follow the child 
during its first two years. They have done remarkable 
work. They have been large factor reducing infant 
mortality this city from 288 each 1,000 infants born 
thirty years ago the same number born, last year. 
This has meant organization, co-operation, and widespread 
publicity. has been campaign education. 

But the army more than twenty millions school 
children has yet received very scant consideration. 
Proper medical examination school children exists 
only small number States and but few the 
larger cities. the greater part the country there 
are such examinations, even the 
form, and where they exist, for the most part, they 
are very inadequate, often consisting merely one exam- 
ination the beginning and another the end school 
life. Even these examinations most instances are only 
casual. They are made, for example, without removing 
the clothing the child for proper examination heart 
and lungs. 

important point the necessity for what 
schools, the repeating grades. This great waste 
efficiency and entails enormous expense. The neces- 
sity for re-education probably due the health the 
child more than any other cause. child’s brain can- 
not expected good work the stomach empty, 
any more than you can expect engine run without 
gasoline. 

The conditions above outlined have led the forma- 
tion the Child Health Organization. The business 
keeping the school children good physical repair has 
not been generally thought public duty. Too much 
stress medical work the schools has been placed 
the detection defects, such adenoids and the condi- 
tion the tonsils and teeth. This work important, 
course, but there seems even more essential and 
fundamental consider, especially the 
ences which affect nutrition. The normal growth chil- 
dren has been ignored, least has been very little 
thought of. 

Few attempts have been made arouse the interest 
the child himself health matters see what de- 
could stimulated, not only take interest 
his health but have the ambition well and 
strong. 

The response group children appeal like 
the following astonishing: 

“Every child owes his country make and keep 
his body strong and well possible.

“Of Plain Chant Pope Pius says that the only 
chant that the Church has inherited from the ancient 
Fathers, which she has jealously kept for many cen 
turies her liturgical books, which she offers the faith- 
ful her own music, which she insists being used ex- 
clusively some parts her liturgy.” (Motu Proprio). 

Pius legislates nothing new; 
ciples and laws that governed church music from the be- 
ginning Christianity; colifies them and presents them 
clear-cut terms all concerned, with authority that 
knows appeal. 

How much different the case those who are going 
quest standard church music! Listen what 
our author says: may wrong, but have little hesi- 
tation saying that Protestant Churches whole have 
absolutely common standard; the music use ranges 
from that written for the Church England that 
the Salvation Army and the Billy Sunday revival tune!” 
the latter the author remarks elsewhere that not only 
are the words those hymns vulgar and but 
the jiggy rhythms are simple repulsive and void all 
spirit worship. 

Thinking Protestants learn from experience and obser- 
vation that the exercise authority matters church 
music simply necessity; because human views and 
tastes must ever raised highest standards when the 
worship the Most High concerned. 

How did the secular press receive the ‘Motu Proprio’ 
Pius One section condemned ‘lock, stock and 
barrel’; another section denied the Holy Father the right 
pronounce what termed question art.”

“arrest the further development church music.” The 
faithful and thoughtful worshippers within and without 
the Church breathed prayer thanksgiving for deed 
courageous was the setting forth such determined 
legislation.
